BREAKING 


T hat the Santa Ana Public Library 
is outgrowing its appropriation 
was 
never shown more clearly than it has 
since the first of January. The library, 
like every other institution in Santa 
Ana, has been growing with tile city, 
and already those Interested in the 
library are looking forward to a much 
larger appropriation for it next year. 
Today the library has a registration 
of 4,071 persons entitled to draw out 
books. 
T hat does not 
Include 
the 
transients, for whom special arrange­ 
m ents are 
made. 
The 
registration 
does not include any old cards. 
Two 
years ago a new 
registration 
was 
started, so that the figure, 4,071, 
is 
checked up to the day. 
January Record Month 
January was a record month a t the 
library, and February is doing its very 
best to smash the average set during 
th a t busy 
month. 
During 
January 
there w'ere 
circulated 
6348 
books, 
which is an average of 254 books per 
day. 
For the six months ending Dec. 
31, the library's circulation was 32,475. 
W ith the increase shown by January 
and February to date, there is every 
reason to believe that the circulation 
of the institution for the year ending 
June 30 will be over 66,000. 
Problem For Board 
Miss Jeanette E. 
McFudden, 
the 
librarian, and the library board, which 
is c o m p o s e d o f Dr. C. D. Ball, Mrs. N . 
P. Tedford, Mrs. Carrie E. Tople, Dr. 
G. H. Dobson and G. H. Randall, have 
no sm all problem on their hands. The 
library must attend to the reading aud 
investigating public, and at the same 
tim e m eet running expenses, such as 
lights, heat, and repairs. 
Last year’s 
tax levy raised 14,877.81, th at is for 
the year ending June 30, 1914. 
The 
tax levy for the present year remained 
a t seven cents, the same as the year 
previous. 
Through the increased val­ 
uations in the city the total will be 
$5,114, minus whatever loss there may 
be through delinquent taxes. 
More Money and More Help 
F or the library it is argued th a t it 
has use for every dollar available. And 
th a t is not half the story. 
It needs a 
good deal more than will be available. 
Miss McFadden and her two assistants 
have just about all they can do to 
w ait on the counter. There should be 
another assistant 
in 
the 
reference 
room right now. 
Arrangem ents have 
been made to set aside enough money 
to do some work on the floors, in or­ 
der to save them from damage. 
Some 
o th er repairs are needed, but will not 
be made this year. 
More furniture is 
needed. 
On a number of occasions 
since tile first of the year there have 
been more patrons in the library than 
th ere were chairs to seat them.

(From Los Angeles Financial Nows ) 


Business Continues to Boom 
From all parts of the country telegraphic advices 
are to the effect th at business Is booming in all 
classes. 
In New York E. H. Gary, chairm an of the 
U nited States Steel Corporation declared in an ad­ 
dress "th at the pecuniary advantages to this country 
resulting from the war are now equal to the dis­ 
advantages to this country resulting from the war 
so far as he could judge. Business men of this country 
are a t the present time on a better basis than ever be­ 
fore. 
T heir management, their conduct, their busi­ 
ness m orals are improved and their standards are 
higher. 
W e have before us prom ise of an era of 
prosperity, contentm ent and happiness.” 
In Boston John S. Kent, president of the New 
E ngland Shoe and Leather Association, in b isan n u al 
address, predicted that a return to nearer the normal 
in the shoe manufacturing industry was assured this 
year, that it would be 75 per cent of the norm al dur­ 
ing the next six months and th at there would be a 
great improvement during the last half of the year. 
In Indianapolis former P resident T aft in an ad­ 
dress to the members of the Indianapolis Legisla­ 
tu re predicted good times as the result of the war. 
In the Pacific Northwest there is a revival of the 
lum ber industry in heavy shipm ents and engage­ 
m ents for the future.

Wages Enginemen and Firemen 
"G overnors of seven states of the Union could make 
m ore money sitting in the cai) of a locomotive on 
som e of the runs of W estern railw ays than they 
now receive in the executive chairs of their respec­ 
tive states. 
Of the .">000 men whose wages for the 
en tire year to June 30, 1013, will be shown, ‘ there 
is a maximum of $3725.20 for passenger engineers, 
$3342.30 for freight engineers, $1752.20 for passenger 
firemen and $1890.32 for freight firemen. Against 
these the Governors of seven states receive $3000 a 
year or less, while those of seven other states re­ 
ceive $4000.” 
This statem ent was made in Chicago, Tuesday, by 
Jam es M Sheean, attorney for the W estern railroads, 
whose engineers, firemen and hostlers are demanding 
higher wages and better hours, in outlining the rail­ 
road side of the case to the board of arbitration. 
Presentation of evidence for the men began Novem­ 
ber 30, 1914. and completed Tuesday, after which 
Sheean made his remarks. He also declared that tile 
dem ands of engineers and firemen, if granted, would 
add $40,000,000 expenses to the railroads. 


As to Our Foreign Trade 
Foreign trade last week showed slight decreases 
in both exports aud imports. Statistics announced this 
w eek py the Department of Commerce placed exports 
a t $59,214,33? and imports 
$25,448,752, 
leaving a 
balance of trade in favor of the U nited States of 
$33,765,588, a decrease of $1,326,867 from tile previous 
week. 
The decrease In exports from the previous 
w eek amounted to $2,605,909 and the decrease in im­ 
ports $1,279,042. 
Cotton exported during the week 
was 240.73il bales, making the total for the last six 
w eeks 1,622,983 hales. 
Duties collected on imported 
m erchandise were greater than for any week during 
the last seven. They amounted to $3,890,476. 


General Trade Conditions Better 
M arked improvement In general trade conditions 
as affecting international exchange was reported to 
P resident Wilson this week by J. P. Morgan, who 
Inform ed the President that the increase in American 
exports to Europe had greatly reduced the debt owed 
In Europe. 
Mr. Morgan m entioned tile credit of 
$ 12,000,0 0 0 recently established by the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent in the United States through the Morgan 
firm and explained that there was to be no direct 
loan of money to the Russian governm ent. 
He said, 
on leaving the W hite House, th a t tile arrangem ents 
for the credit loan ‘‘would go forw ard.” 


Farmers Union Organize Bank 
At a mass convention of state, county and subor­ 
dinate officials of the W ashington-Idaho Farm ers’ 
union in S|>okane January 12, it was decided to es­ 
tablish a banking institution in Spokane, to be known 
as the Farm ers’ Bank and T rust company, organized 
under tile state banking and tru st laws, capitalized 
for 1,000 shares at $100 each, aud it is planned to 
have the institution open for business on April I, 
1915. 
The W ashington state grange also is inter­ 
ested, but control will be retained by the farm ers’ 
union. 


Railroad Head Optimistic 
Frank Trumbull of New York, chairm an of the 
railroad legislative advisory com m ittee and chairman 
of the boards of Hie Chesapeake and Ohio and the 
M issouri, Kansas and Texas railroads, told President 
W ilson this week that conditions of the railroads 
and business Is better; while lie did not expect a 
great business boom, a gradual b'etterm ent of con­ 
ditions throughout tile country was noticeable; also 
th a t the recent Eastern rate increases had been of 
m aterial benefit to the railroads. 


Abandon Foreign Gold Pool 
Believing that the necessity for the $100,000,000 
gold pool, organized to m eet A m erican obligations 
abroad shortly after the outbreak of tjie European 
war, has passed, bankers back of it have decided to 
abandon it. 
This decision has been made known to 
the Federal Reserve Board whose sanction for the 
undertaking was asked and granted. This means that 
the foreign Exchange problem has settled itself. 


Quarter Million Mortgage Graft 
John W. A lbright, who, according to private de­ 
tectives, has in the last fifteen years obtained more 
than $250,006 th r a s h forged m ortgage swindles, Is 
under a rrest In W aukesha, W ls., and the detectives 
say has made a confession. 
A llbrlght 1s said to 
have operated in every S tate In the Union. 


War Helps Missouri 
Five million dollars worth of horses aud mules 
havo been marketed through K ansas City for tho 
B ritish Government. 
A shoe m anufactory in the 
West Missouri metropolis has sent half million pairs 
of shoes to the same m arket while 52 flour mills 
In the Kansas City district outside of K ansas City 
have shipped 217,000 barrels. 


Billion Dollars Cash Reserve 
W hen the 7571 National Banks closed business 
October 31, according to reports of th eir condition on 
th at day subm itted to the Com ptroller of the Cur­ 
rency, th e cash in their vaults am ounted to $925,* 
{yi3,375, an increase over the am ount on Septem ber 
12 of $21,846,026. 
Individual deposits on the sam e day amounted to 
$6,078 894,617, a decrease of $60,186,662. 
The re­ 
sources and liabilities of the reporting banks were 
placed a t $11,492,452,722, with loans and discounts of 
$6,316,478,470, a decrease since Septem ber 12 of 
$84,288,915. The am ount of clearinghouse certificates 
outstanding as liabilities was given a t $49,911,080, 
The total of reserves for the United States shows 
a percentage of 21.76 or $8,058,918 above the legal 
requirem ents, compared with $30,396,263 below legal 
requirem ents on Septem ber 12. 
In tho central re­ 
serve cities of New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
the deficiency of re s e rv e s was reduced to $2,050,641, 
compared with $45,209,364 on Septem ber 12. 


Oil Leasing Bill 
Nine oil companies In California have requested 
Senator Perkins to offer am endm ents to the oil- 
leasing bill so as to provide that more than one lease 
may be granted to and held by the Banie person, asso­ 
ciation or corporation, if the aggregate area does 
not at any one tim e exceed 640 acres, and also to 
provide th at the lessee under any oil or gas lease 
shall have the right a t any tim e to make w ritten 
relinquishm ent of all or any part of the lands cov­ 
ered by suclj lease and be thereby relieved of all 
obligations in respect of and the payment of future 
rental on the lands so surrendered. 
The companies 
urging the am endm ents are the National Pacific Oil 
Company, Coalinga; N ational Oil Company, W abash 
Oil Company, Ophir Oil Company, John Barneson 
State Oil Company, Minoru Oil com pany, Barnodou 
Oil Company, Muriel Oil Company and Kern River 
Drillers Oil Company. 


Water Power Commission Proposed 
Plans proposed by Senator Newlands for a commis­ 
sion to direct all Federal w aterw ay control and Im­ 
provements, which would have authority over ques­ 
tions relating to development, improvement, regula­ 
tion and control of navigation as a part bf interstate 
and foreign comm erce and related questions of irriga­ 
tion, forestry, fisheries, swamp land reclam m ation, 
clarification of stream s, wood regulation and power 
utilization, is m eeting w ith much opposition from the 
arid land states. 
The plan has the approval of the 
adm inistration but w hether or no it will be pressed 
at this session of Congress has not yet bean deter­ 
mined. 


Motor Vehicle Output 
For every hour during the year 1914 there were 
turned out from m otor vehicle factories in the United 
States 58 motor vehicles, alm ost one every minute, 
while tin* value of the product was $920 per minute. 
In other words during the year 515,000 motor vehicles 
were produced by American m anufacturers valued 
at $485,000,000. 
In the several states there are reg­ 
istered 1,500,000 cars, there are in the country 15,500 
autom obile dealers, 13,630 garages, 680 supply liou&ea 
and 1280 repair shops. 


Arizona's Cane Sugar Plant Started 
Arizona has the only combined beet and cane 
sugar factory in the world. 
It Is located at Glen­ 
dale, nine miles from Phoenix. 
Its wheels turned 
for the first tim e In the m anufacture of cane sugar 
Saturday last. 
Tons of cane 
were 
crushed, the 
Juice was run Into the great vacuum vats and raw 
sugar was made. 
Tho season for the production 
of beet, sugar in the factory will he from July to 
Septem ber, for tho production of cane sugar from 
November I. 


Coming to California 
T hat the war In Europe has turned tho tide of ‘ See 
America F irst” is dem onstrated by the reservations 
made in tl^e city hotels of Pasadena. W ealthy people 
by tho scores from the E ast will soo California for 
the first tim e this winter. 
In one hotel in Pusudena 
reservations havo been made for thirty-six men and 
their families who heretofore have passed the w inter 
in the Old World. 
The combined wealth of theso 
thirty-six financiers and social leaders is placed at 
over $200,000,000. 


Exposition Open Sunday 
There will be no Sunday closing at the Panama 
Pacific exposition. 
President 
Moore lias an­ 
nounced th at the gates to the grounds and tile doors 
of all exhibit palaces will bo open every day from 
February 20 to December 4. 
All exhibit palaces ex­ 
cept those of Fine Arts and Horticulture, however, 
will be closed at sunset every day. 


Safety at Sea 
For every 3,029 469 passengers carried on ships 
subject to inspection service by the United States 
steam boat 
Inspection 
service 
in the year ended 
June 30, 1911, one passenger was lost. 
There were 
232 accidents, during the year, resulting in the loss 
of 582 lives, of whom 105 w-ere passengers. 
A total 
of 318,094,347 passengers were carried.
